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MORE POWER. MORE JOBS 


I he relentless drive for more power and more jobs at the 
disposal of the White Mouse continues unabated. 
Every recent recomm endation of President I ruman has 
had, as one of its principal characteristics, that it would enlarge 
either his executive authority or increase the Federal payroll— 
or both. 
I he President s demand that Congress enact what he terms 
a 
sound permanent organization of housing activities*' is ne 
exception. 
In a 2000-w ord message on the subject, the President failed 
to s h o w h o w one single additional housing unit would be sup­ 
plied, nor did he explain how the plan would, as he put it, "make 
for greater efficiency and econom y." 
Rut he did point out that it would simplify the task of the 
C hief Executive by permitting him to deal with one official— 
that is, that the plan would centralize housing authority still 
further, and give him a tighter grip on the rein*. 
And, without going into the vast new staff which would be 
called for under him plan to "simplify" the Federal Housing pro­ 
gram, he did point out at great length he wanted to be able to 
name no less than six new and extrem ely well paid "experts" 
at the top of the pile. 
In fact, he devoted nearly a third of his message to a labored 
explanation of why he does not "consider the salary of $ 1 0 ,000 
provided in the plan as commensurate with the responsibilities," 
and therefore asks permission to pay one of the six new execu­ 
tives $1 5,000 a year, and the other five $12,000. 
Perhaps it is invidious to mention the fact— but there’* a 
political campaign com ing up a year from now; and the friends 
of the President, who want him re-elected, know only one kind 
of politics— patronage politics; and six such "plums" could be 
very helpful in softening up potential opposition to the Presi­ 
dent's nomination and re-election. 
In the message, the President reveals that he is distressed to 
find that the Federal Housing Program is in quite a mess. At the 
moment, under a War Powers Bill, there is em ergency authority 
to hold everything together——though not enough, as most of us 
have noticed, to be able to break the housing shortage. 
But the War Powers will expire, one of these days. And 
when that happens, housing authority will, in the President’s 
words, "br scattered among som e thirteen agencies in seven d e­ 
partments and independent establishments." 
Of course this is bad. T oo many cooks can spoil any broth, 
and such diffused and conflicting authority cannot hope to get
